Incessant and rapid fire for some time, but 
made no Tislble Impression.

over firing bcgau again. 

From that time to the end of the sclg 
nothing of much interest occurred. Food 
ran very short lu the fol^. By tbe begin' 
niug of March rations bad fallen to four 
ounces of meat, \i ounce of coffee and IVj 
pound unsround mealies. Tea and biscuits 
were all'gone. Fever, dysentery and scurvy 
broke out. There was heavy fighting ou 
March 17 and 18. At length, on the 20th, 
Col. 'WInsloe decided that It would be bel- 
ter le surrender with honorable terms than 
be forced lo surrender uncoailUlonally la 
three days' Ilme-for provisions could not 
last till then. Da the lilst therefore the 
surreniler was made. When Col, 'Wluslor- 
siirreiiilercd, be was entirely Ignorant that 
an armistice of eie'it days had been ilc- 
elared, having been misled liy the lying 
slaieineiits of the lioer leaders. Tardy re- 
[larallon was afterwards made for this 
treachery. The selge had lasted three 
mouUts and Svc days, and our total casual- 
ties were 83 killed, ivonnded and prisoners 
out ot 213.
